Sir, th« difrcrtinc* in point 
of mlubiilv, between th* njiMrii in quest inn— a differ- 
ence as wide as that be' ween life and death -ought to 
htve aeeared one of them, it lout, sgilnst each in- 
different treatment It cannot be denied that, under 
certain conditions, the leaden ciitem is frequently 
found pregnant with mischief: il may be admitted, 
therefore, that the cistern in question ia quite equal to 
editorial colic, or even still greet er cnormilie. ; but 
lhat the leaden piping wai jfirfj". 1711 rriminie, bo it my 
bualneu to diiprovs, In furensic psilance, T have the 
honour to appeal for the lead piping, and, unices my 
brief plays me false, I ahnll have no tllffitiuliy in allow- 
ing, thit ss employed incur lystem of water privilege! 
— a. the shun medium of coram unirtiliun between the 
main iron pipe and nor doneitic water bulla —tha lead 
piping ii every whit ai Innocent a. thchreait whence 
u.uei th. aliment that nourisheshaby i-u-otuu y. 

I an aware that laid piping ia interdicted by some 
of ths r.culty practising in aydney ; but, u enuslly re- 
ipectablo authority favour, an oupottte ooncluaion, I 
shall, under the sanation of the latter, take tha liberty 
to express my opinion, and ta luprwrt it with names 
and facta thst. In my oninlor, are alike ind lac u table. 

In a recent edition of " An Fllemeiilary Treatise on 
niemuury." Mr. Parkes. the author nf ihe celebrated 
Chtmicsl fJatechism, write, thtifl : — " Water has no 
action upon lead when preserved from the air ; other- 
wiu it icon become* oiiltaed by th* aid 01 
weter, and then it.biorhi carbonic MH from the *t- 
moBphcre," And so raoenily aa th* I its S 'vernh r 
last, ofr, A. Abrahams, the well-known chemiat nf 
frcorge-.treet, after eiperimeoting with delicate teats 
upon Sydney waler supplied through leaden pipes, 
thus publiahea in the --Sydney Mbniw l/>enM - •' Wster 
onnveyed through iron pipe, and laid cmnnt have any 
deloterioui effect, owing to th* powerful pressure of 
the water, and far; ejcfuiiori o/afiMArjtaerii* at>." This, 
then , Is Ihe verdict of theoretic] mi praelical ohe- 
misti, namely, thst wiier has no action upon lei I, 
when bnlh are lecnred igtlnil itmnaphFria innaence I 
and the experience of igs. conflrrai the dictum of 
science. 

Brer since Alfred checkmated the Times by leaving 
their fleet high ind dry 11 Wire. I ha lit* of thil fine 
move hu had a world wide celebrity. Kvery b dy 
has heard of Ware, but every body ii not equally 
iw.r* that In the immediate n righ rmurhond of thia 
old fashioned town, the celebrated New River, the 
wandai of the age, for engineering skill, spring, in'o 
eaiitence, ^ Hot so it ia ; and ihe pedestrian intent 
upon a visit to the neighbouring town of lEertford, two 
miles distant, Is no sooner clear of hut sterling point 
than ha flnda himself opnn thn banks of as pretty a 
■treatn aa ever graced a landscape. lie has hardly 
time, however, ta alrairf, befor. hie at'ention ii 
arrested by what appears to him to he th* abrupt 
tevminstion of th. river that hia esptivated his fancy. 
He had not remarked the course of th* stream, 
" gentle, not dull ; without o'einowinjt, full;" and was 
not pre pared far the c;.etit*r terminus that unmle.

The whole of thit river is imbibed hv ths 
Londoners ; and strange to siv. thirsty souls thai they 
are, one river ia not enoitJh for them— another river 
has to he tared for their behoof. The river Lee, run- 
ning parallel to the Xew River, at the diatfenea of half 
a mile, has to contribute to the latter named stream 
ae much water aa can be discharged through a pip* 
having a diameter of eigbtaen inches. Now, for con- 
siderably upwards of two centuries, ever line* the 
liase of Sir Hugh Middlcton, the enlightened and 
geraeron. benefastor (to his cost and ruin) of the great 
pity, the whole of the New Utver, with a respectable 
issue from th. river l*ee. hu been distributed 
to the aiti.en. of Lnndna Lhroagh a most 
eatenaivt samlAcatlon of liadeti piping without 
the .lightest suspicion an the part cf the recipient, 
thit their salubrity wss in any way jeopardised by Ihe 
medium through which they received their leading 
beverage. Vet, if lea 1 piping be 10 deleteTioue aa same 
wauld ited qs ta believe, colic in London, Instead of 
being CBulnnal, should b. chronic, — instead nf baiog 
confuted tn plumbers, painters, and white lead 
makiBg, should be all but universal, tllcknpss should 
be the rule, and health th* exception, nnd weeping 
and wailing should be th* order of the dsy. But the 
coatrary of sll thi. is the fjt-t, fir, undeniably, the 
Land mers of the present day are more iilnbri-mi than 
ever, and more than ever prone to run their course of 
three score yean and ten. 

And haw is this accounted for ? To Ihii way. It ii 
laid that spring snd river wateri ate almost universally 
charged with neutral salt., the arid, of which, on the 
feolntfon of thoae aalti, enter into fresh cimbin.tiom 
with Ihe Lead, forming therewith a protecting crust 
sgaiosl the furthav oarrosive actios, nf the water. I 
fully agree that if the water contain either phosphoric, 
arsenic, sulphuric, or hydriodic sold, it will furnish 
th* lead with an efficient protection in the shape Of a 
coating of insoluble Baits 1 but that the water supplied 
either t* London Of to Sydney possesses any nf the** 
protecting neu<ralanr thar aaid, 1 deny. This ia evi- 
dent ia ths flct that neither io IjOndon nnr in Sydney 
can leaden cisterns he employed with impunitr" When 

the *»trr is intended eiiher for imbibition or far culi- 
nary purposes I for if th* protecting phosphate 01 
BUlpkste is present in the leaden pinlne, how 
comes it thst It is not avstlahle for the leaden cisicm ? 
But it is obvious that, as i'. wsa qhaent in the cistern, 
so, necessarily, it could not hr present in th* piping.

Srich o line of argument, to ranch in rogue on 
the continent, will not hold good ia England. 
Whether It it tho ttgulation of i oab Hind 
or the ffioit impomjit reform in the State, 
the nine method ii retorted to -thit ii to lay, 
Ihort snd lure. The public cn net alwiy, be con- 
vinoed thit the thing, considered ilone, ia of itself 
pfiolt.able tn ohim«itie.l, useful oi bad.

It would be * serious omission even in thia gsiraral 
sketch of the CngKah press, to pass over in erjenca the 
bene Belli control which that p real en rrcraet over the 
edmlnististion of juelico In ihra matter all depends 
upon the pr»e, the Jodgr* aa well as the accused. 
From every important Jtisl the pvtss successfully 
L-ndeivouri to deduct importmt lesson* for the 
publio authorities and for nociety. It carefally 
follows the dfbsles and pnhliclv pniits out sn irregu- 
larity or an omission ; when ail is over it prrmounoes 
judgaoent on thasrutencr with a severe freedom, and. 
has reversed more than one. Nor only do the judges. 
ulnljMoelefaritedcrJieolU.uienint Perry, depe-nj 
upon its appreciation or Ita censure, but tho juries 
Ihemtelvei cmnot perform carelessly then- duty lo- 
warda the accused and towards society which accuses 
bim. fjueh a )ury, the Timet has occuinnillv laid, 
srjivdy failed in performing ita duty to the pnbltr.

Ia a recent ulioler on the subject of Mr. Biggi's pto. 
ecu for applying etctm to qmnkert the movetnents Df 
Ihr electric trlegrsph. we alluded lo the topieirches 
which wcro going finward into Ihtl Value of electro- 
raagnetiim u s mntivo.power. We have apace now 
to refer to thii important tohject at a length, more in 
accord an re with its merit s, and to notice the grsdrial 
step! miking towsrda a discovery the immense value 
■nd utility of which, in spile of the progreu ilceidy 
made by sletm, will when attained, eqoil in impoT- 
tinne oor iirrrr, knowledge of thit great power. It il 
ilmost enpetflaous to ennmcrnte the miny imporlint 
advaotnge* which in electro mo r ive-arF,wrr haa over 
steam. There it perfect aafery from ill danger irom 
ore or explosion. There ie no expendtture of ma- 
terial, when the engine is not in sctlon. end 
its power enn be spplicd at a moment's notice. 
It in always tesdy for action without previnrts 
consumption of uuterisli in gel ting up sie am, and in 
marine engines ll'ere wnuld be no waste in freightage 
as for Harrying coal- These are the moat inapm-tant of 
tho advantages it offer., but many nthers will nocur to 
any who reflect fm arrromonr on the peculiar niture of 
the two forces employed. Wirh such hia-h rewards in 
view, plane to convert the power of ftleclro-m-rirnetiMfi 
into a motive forco have alwst'e been amonrrst the 
most chrrlshad sohemee of cleriticlins. The lt,'i»inn 
and American Ocivcmments have spent large Frum* In 
endeBvooriiut to solve this problem ; Kraace still holds 
out a ereat reward to those who can produce an 
electro- moiivr. engine whioh snail only consume 111 
oonr-oa of etne per horse power per hour, and in that 
emniro tho idea that these mnderatc mndriinna will 
Ih' redly attained J* sir-nil y believed. In tliiB encntry 
na r-.frir-ri' encourage men l hsn I'ver he en off- red tnsnch 
afempts, ami latterly the notion has hern much 
frowned upon by scientific men, whn, on all 
such questions are generally the moat conseTvitrre 
and impnelicable pnttrao of Ihe public, 
Thp ground, npon which their oppnaitinri has 
lately hevu hasrri are^ttrat, the tindnuhtert failure nf 
tbe various, BttcTppli hitherto made : seeomrllv, ■ enm- 
pariaon ot con betwppu ihe working ol tbe beat kind 
of electro-motive engine and a steam-engine ; and, 
lastly, » htBtv bat mmrt ermneons opinion of 1,iebig's, 
which utterly condemned the idea nf an eleruro-niotivc 
engine nl'ngether. thoirgh on grounds which men of 
equal eminence rn science, though less in fashion, hive 
not hesitated tn declare u " practically ihtnrrl." It 
is needless to refer to the attempts of the scientific 
men who hsve sought to utilise ihe power obtainable 
trom electro- magnet ism. All the principnl electricians 
have dabbled In It ronrp or less, from Or/rsled down, 
wards, and every fresh attempt has led to fresh iro- 
prnvementa and discoveries. The first important in- 
vent inn of the kind wsi exhibited by a Mr. Drrvenpott 
in America, iu I&37, and this was follnwcd in l".?t8 by 
snn-her elrrtrn-uiBgnetic engine, by Captain Taylor. 
In the same year Jacobi produced i vesacl upon the 
Xeva, worked by electrrv magnets. It Vel i 
boat osi feet long ,ni foci braid, ind, with 
fourteen persons on bond, wu worked icairist 
the stream It thr rate of four mill ■ en hortr. In mil 
Afr. Davidson buill en engine idaptei for nee on a 
railway, and tried it on the Edinburgh md lllaegow 
line. Thii engine, with mtgncti ui bitlery, weighed 
five tone, but in conteqaence of the very faulty 
erraugement of the migneli there wu i very great 
loss nf power. The mm oat aneed illiined hy it was 
only four milei per honr, end ihe tttimpt wu there- 
fore enndemned at a total md irredeemible fiiluTe, 
neopls qnitc fnrgrttlng, in their csgernesi to blstne, 
that the Hrst iteatn locoznotrve tried in Kngland on a 
level plain made only fire mi lei in hour, ind that ten 
ycirt later hltephrnion hed io little improved Ihe 
mtcliinery that with eight ottTiagtw ind 1H) tons 
weight he scarcely ittsined font mile* in hour on e 
deid level. Thii invent ion of Davidson' i, there- 
fore, wis given trp, and itrentlob was soon 
ifter ooeepied by the marine nf Professor 
Fsge, in America, which wu one or the best of 
them all, ind which wu in trim followed 
bv the improvement! of Himth and of the Henri. 
Ham'™. Tho litter gentlemen, mdeed. e.lalm to 
i,--* ctfliierl .11 ^^eiriinn.. .nit rather more thin ill 
which il waa even hoped or expected electricity would 
be iblo to farm ; hut u they have not, to out know, 
ledge, entered iata detail*, U Is impossible to Uy how 
fir Iheir iweri ions osn be home out. Nevttthelree. 
with ill lheso iltemptt, and with others, by Dal 
Wheatstone, not on* of the 
rronld be regxnJed as i gren 
of diraovery towirdl thenpw 
power. In fact, all the plans when tried pnctlcally 
were found -to be at variance either with thi Iswe 6t 
electricity or of mechanics, ind the two wuln point! 
for snluthjn in the employment of elect licity— its »n- 
phcation and itt economy- were both more or less 
overlooked. He.rly all th.se micbines, then (except 
those of Psge snd HJorth), were made eitlnr with 
oscillating or rotary direct-acticn enginei ; in ihr 
fanner the eleob.c current wa, slw.,1 cut off long 
before the magnetrc foroe had retched J't msaimnm. 
and in the latter the magnet lutoeriively brought 
into action wore necessarily placed at tueh different 
distances ihe it was impossible lo prodooil an equal 
motion by means of them. In tha rotiry engines, 
alio, it wu of cattr., found that in a eyitetn of duo.

In one respect Mr. FanKn* appears to worse 
advantage than any other of the witnesses, for 
he ia the only one who personally knew nothing 
l( all of tha man at tb* management he dav 
nonnc**.

OauinT only dnee, and that wis twelve yean 
agvi, at a dinner on board ship, when h« wu 
srnicted with * momentary desir* to be Governor 
that he might have the pleasure of turning him 
out of hi* plana. Not being Govern or, 
however, then was no help for 
and nothing remiinad but to aurw 
wrath and keep it warm, which h* 
succeeded in doing for twelve lung years, till it 
bu at length exploded. He had never been on 
the ialand, and knew of tbe management only 
by report. When called on, therefore, for hi* 
testimony, he had none to give. He treated tb* 
Board to a long rigmarole about the interest he 
had a '.ways taken in panel establishment., and 
the close watch be kept on public men. But u 
to proving hit word., ho could not {do it. He 
could not .how what enquiries he had nude 
that blackened th* picture drawn by 
"Witness," nor who tha persons wen 
h* bad enquired of, nor what wan their 
" hideous " revelation.. Hit penonil 
judgment or Mr. OiataBT had no further buil 
than a peep at Lim In a ship's cuddy, twelve 
year* ago, and a sight of one letter he had writ- 

tion», * **lf- indulgent diipositlon, and ungovern- 
able pweioni?" The Board intimated their 
opinion or the valu* of his evidence, by telling 
Mr. O bkshy that then wu nothing in it for 
him to answer, and consequently refosios bim a

The third penon on the list of public ac- 
cusers, ii Mr. J, H. Tsokua. Hia letter, signed 
" A Second Witness," ia written throughout iu 
the form of questions, and the charges that*, 
fore ara Insinuated rather than boldly Liter ted.

Hs could only .pacify one or two case* when 
V ■ 11 Might there had been undue Favouritiim or 
severity, but he wu altogether ignorant of ths 
opikion the visiting magutrals had expreued 
respecting thou canes, aad how far tba treat- 
ment wu supported by them. He complaint 
of ohatroelioo* to the works, but beyond matters 
enquired into by previous Board, he can only 
adduce the withdrawal or Branca t, a carpenter, 
to work at Mr, OmaeBi's house, though it ap- 
pears from an entry in '.hs hooks tbat thin men 
wa. granted by Mr. TrioKi.. himeelf on a 
verbal rtquiiltion to that effect by Mi.

With reference to the use of the boat, on 
which io much wires?

It would 
be very dcHirible, doubtleHs, thtt every officii] 
should be a very first-class specimen of hu- 
manity. Yet we must perhaps he costsnt l( we 
secure for the public service the average of 
human ability and honesty, especially when the 
salaries given are considered. If great erf on 
are avoided wo are hardly entitled to complain, 
that gnat virtues are not exhibited. 

Very tew .fh.iili would like, after silicon 
years' service in a post of great responsibility 
and temptation, where they were subject to very

and under no expectation of being called to 
account, to have suddenly to submit to a search- 
ing investigation, with malicious enemies anx- 
ious to rake up the smallest grievance. And 
probably, as hitmen nature goes, vary few would 
come out of the trial with lees damage to their 
personal character than Mr. Oamsby baa 
suffered. I'erhapa oven private person* presi- 
ding over large establishments, who are under no 
rules at all, and who obey only their own 
arbitrary will, would not come out acathlesa 
from an enquiry into all their ebulli Honrs of tem- 
per for a tone r-rm of years, and all their acts of 
tyranny and injustice. 

Public men must, of Course, expect to be 
criticised. Hut they have a right to demand 
that crilicistn should not degenerate into slander. 
Those who know that iniquities are carried on 
are bound to expose them, but before they pub- 
lish anything to Ihe detriment of a man's cha- 
racter they should be jure that the charge ihsy 
bring is true,— especially so if the statement is 
made anonym ouefy. 

There is always unfortunately room enough 
for finding fault, but though the censorious are 
ever ready to mapect and believe lie worst, the 
charitable v ., remember that if it bo easy to sen 
what faulte have been committed, " we never 
know how much has been resisted."
